A TALE OF TWO CONSTI­ 
TUTIONS. 


POSTAGE STAMPS AND 
BUSINESS. 


History does repeat itself. 
Going 
back 131 years, we find the eloquent 
and patriotic statesm en, Patrick Hen­ 
ry, saying of the Constitution of the j 
United States, drafted at Philadelphia j was 
and submitted to the states for rat­ 
ification : 
“Is this tam e 
relinquishm ent 
of 
rights 
worthy 
of 
freem en? 
Is 
it 
worthy of the manly fortitude that 
Bught to characterize republicans? It 
is said that eight states have accept­ 
ed the plan. 
I declare that if twelve 
abd a half had adopted it, I would 
with manly fortitude, and in spite of 
an erring world, reject it.” 
Gen. Thompson of M assachusetts, 
said: 
“The convention was sent on 
to 
Philadelphia to amend this Confeder­ 
ation (the old Confederation that held 
the thirteen colonies together loosely 
during the Revolutionary War,) but the spring, 
they have made a new creature, and 
the verv setting out of it is unconsti­ 
tutional.” 
Delegate Mason said, in the Mass­ 
achusetts convention: 
“We have sworn 
that 
Massachu­ 
setts is a sovereign and independent 
state. 
How, then, can we vote for 
this Constitution that destroys 
that 
sovereignty?" 
Luther Martin. In an address to the 
people of Maryland, said: 
“We consider the proposed form of 
national government as very 
defec­ 
tive, and that the liberty and happi­ 
ness will be endangered if the system 
be not greatly changed and altered • ” 
Jam es Lincoln of South Carolina, 
said: 
“What have you been contending for j 
in the ten years past? 
Liberty. 
The 
power of governing yourselves. If you 
adopt this Constitution, have you this 
power? 
No! You give it into the 
hands of men who live 1000 miles dis­ 
tan t from you. 
Let the people but J 
once trust their liberties out of their j 
own hands, and what * ill be the con- j 
sequence?” 
Delegate Smith said, in a speech 
to the New York convention: 
“Can the liberties of 3,000,000 peo-| 
pie be securely trusted in the hands 
of twenty-four men (meaning the pro­ 
posed Senate of the United States) ?,, i loin hands 
la it prudent to commit to so small j 
a number the decision of the 
questions 
that 
shall 
come 
them? 
Reason revolts at the idea.” 
And so it goes. 
Anyone who looks 
into the records of 1787 and 1788, as 
some student has done for the New 
York World, will find that about all 
the argum ents used today against the 
proposed Constitution of the League 
of Nations were used by some of our 
forefathers in criticising the Consti­ 
tution of the League of Colonies work­ 
ed out by other forefathers. 
Some of the criticism sounded rea­ 
sonable enough, too. 
Yet. 
on 
the 
whole, the old Constitution has work­ 
ed pretty well, with 
-what 
amend­ 
ments h a \e been tacked onto it from 
tim e to tim e as occasion required. 


The revenue of the postal service is 
considered one of the most accurate 
barom eters of business conditions.

com es from every community in the 
country, and involves every industry.

General 
Burleson

pinch cheer in the present situation. 
Last November, he reports,

a pronounced decline in postal

ple suppose, and foresighted business 
men are expecting a big increase in 
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EMPLOYES ON BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS 


A radical step toward solving the 
labor problem has been taken by the 
Proctor & Gamble Co. of Cincinnati. 
It has adm itted representatives of its 
working force to the board of direc­ 
tors, thus literally sharing with 
its 
employes the control of the business. 
The company has practiced profit- 
sharing for years, as have many oth­ 
ers- 
But this representation of labor 
on the directors’ board seems to be a 
distinct innovation. 
There is little doubt of the wisdom 
of this plan. 
Such a course will tend 
to give labor an added sense of re­ 
sponsibility. 
It will put representa­ 
tiv e s from the working organization 
in a position where they can under­ 
stand better many of the difficulties 
confronting the m anagement, as well 
as make valuable suggestions 
from 
the point of view of the factory hands. 
Any policy which tends to swing 
wide the door between the office and 
the shop for fair and friendly com­ 
munication is a step in the right di­ 
rection. 
This is probably the most 
effective way to 
fight 
Bolshevism. 
N either “capital” nor "labor” alone 
can run anv industry. The two should

told that double dealing is all too 
often the method of some of the 
employing classes when they have 
to do with “the common people.” It 
Is a aor* subject. 
Th* sam* interests that th* hard. 
inc union man has lsarned to 
to be anything but straight- 
pre ktnong the interest* 
that control the govern manta of th* 
Everybody kknows this. 
Whatever general policy a gov* 
eminent follows is at the behest of 
some controlling Interest; and the 
common people will be bamboozled, 
cajoled and deceived with thinking 
something different from the facts, 
until the thing is put acrose. 
For example, hear what Bernard 
Shaw, the great writer on British 
topics, says in a recent issue of the 
New York American. 
The paren­ 
thesis are our own comments: 
‘The peace conference must *be 
>roached in the light of facts 
(the truth), and not of the romance 
(lies) on which the popular (the 
common people) imagination was 
fed during the war. 
"The common soldier (the work­ 
ing man), who ha* to risk life and 
limb in the business, Is never trust­ 
ed with the truth. It is deemed 
necessary (by the controlling inter­ 
ests who systematically deceive the 
working people) to present the war 
to him (the working man) as a 
crude melodrama (a play, with lit­ 
tle or nothing real or true about it) 
in which his country is the hero 
and the enemy the villain. 
"The present war is no exception 
to the rule (of deceiving the work­ 
ing people). 
The legends of the 
crimes of Germany which 
have 
nerved millions of Britons and 
Americans to devote themselves to 
the wholesale slaughter of their fel­ 
low men (workers to be deceived 
Uke themselves) is no truer than 
the counter-legends (lies) of the 
crimes of England which rallied 
millions of Germans. 
"Now that the war is over, the 
legends (lies) have served their 
purpose (of deceiving the people), 
and must be discarded. They (the 
lies) would not bear a moment's 
investigation in an Impartial court, 
or even at the peace conference. 
The victors must be guided by the 
facts (which they have known all 
along), even if they still talk in 
terms of the Actions (the lies). 
"The drat step is to set forth the 
facts” (the real truth). An<$ then 
follows Bernard Shaw's 
article 
about the deceptions practiced on 
th* British workers. 
Here in America, in the cause 
which this newspaper has espoused, 
the facts, when fully revealed, may 
•hock some high-brows, but they 
will not surprise the common peo­ 
ple. 
Whatever Interests they were that 
had decided that J. F^. Rutherford, 
President of the International Bibl* 
Student*’ Association, and the six 
other leaders (Messrs. Van Am- 
burgh, Macmillan, Robison, Martin, 
Woodworth and Fisher, and Clerk 
DeCecca) must be put away in pris­ 
on, these interests carried out their 
purpose by an outrageous piece of 
deception upon th* common people^ 
through th* newspapers of th* 
country.

Good new s for Southern California 
beun growers who have been holding 
their bean crop with no adequate mar­ 
ket in sight is contained in the state­ 
ment of Congressman H. Z. Osborne 
of Los A ngeles, who has investigated 
tile situation, that. Southern California 
is likely to receive 
its 
pro-rata of 
bean orders in the near future. 
This 
statem ent follows an investigation by 
the bean division of the United Slates 
Grain Corporation. 
This is encouraging for those grow­ 
ers who are personally interested in 
the 4,000,000 sacks of beans now in 
California warehouses. 
The money 
is badly needed for the financing of 
this year’s crops, and unlegs thp beans 
now' in storage ran be sold soon the 
ranchers are inclined to grow other 
crops this year. 
The most serious complaint that Cal­ 
ifornia bean growers have made out 
of a recent purchase of 500 carloads 
of beans by the 
Grain 
Corporation 
California received orders 
for 
loo 
while Michigan was allotted 350 car 
loads. 
This situation Is tti?. reverse of what 
it should be, the growers claim, be­ 
cause the agreem ent between them 
and the Food Administration was that 
orders for beans would be allotted to 
California and Michigan upon a pro 
rata basis, acreage only to be taken 
into consideration. 
As a matter of 
fact, California now has 4,000,000 sacks 
of beans on hand while Michigan only 
has 2,000,000 sacks on hand. 
All of 
the California congressm en and sen­ 
ators insist that this 
state 
should 
have received 05 per cent of the re­ 
cent order instead of the comparative­ 
ly small allotm ent that it did get. 
A fter a recent interview with Julius 
lf. Barnes, head of the Grain Corpora­
